Ivir.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1953 • 

The  population  figures  submitted  by  the 
Registrar  General  showed  a decrease  of  202 « 

The  number  of  live  bird;hs  was  24  greater  than 
in  the  previous  year  and  the  number  of  death  8 
more.  Infantile  mortality  viras  greater  than  in 
1952. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year  and  the  number  of  new 
notifications  was  one  more. 

There  was  no  major  epidemic  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease  during  the  period. 

Sixteen  new  houses  were  completed  in  1953  and 
works  of  improvement  were  continued  on  other 
houses,  mostly  under  the  Hill  Farming  schemes . 

The  number  of  works  completed  under  this 
scheme  was  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  and 
there  cannot  be  many  farmsteads  to  v/hich  it  is 
applicable  who  have  not  now  taken  advantage  of 
this  Act. 

This  does  not  apply  to  the  Housing  Act,  1949 
and  the  Council  have  received  fev/  applications 
for  grant  londer  its  provisions.

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Rivers  and  Streams; 


There  are  no  industzd.es  in  the  distirict  to 
polute  the  rivers  and  streams  hut  there  are  ftme 
careless  individuals  who  insist  on  throwing  tins 
and  refuse  into  the  streams.  Wscmlng  notices 
are  posted  in  some  localities  to  cease  this 
undesirable  custom  but  it  is  difficult  to  achieve 

Refuse  Collection; 

The  Council  have  provided  a satisfactory 
covered  lorry,  the  necessany  staff  and  a number 
of  refuse  disposal  sites  and  undertakes  by  direct 
labour  the  scavenging  of  the  scattered  built-up 
villages  and  houses  en  route  throughout  the  13 
parishes,  which  involves  approximately  320  miles 
per  week.  Twice  weekly  collections  are  made  in 
the  Gorris,  Abergynolwyn  and  Dyffryn  areas. 

Smoke  Abatement; 

I'o  action  v/as  taken  in  this  respect  during 
the  year, 

Swdmming  Baths  and  Fools; 

There  are  no  public  nor  privately  o\vned 
swimming  baths  open  to  the  public. 

Eradication  of  Bugs; 

Wo  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection; 

No  animals  were  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  in  the  area.  The  slaughtering  is 
carried  out  at  the  abattoir  in  the  Dolgelley 
Urban  District. 

Other  foodstuffs  surrendered  as  being  unfit 
for  human  consimiption  include  the  followdirg;- 
Pish  - ozs;  Tinned  Meat  - 22  lbs  15  ozs; 

Bacon  - 20  Ibsj  Tinned  Pzuit  - 24  lbs  12  ozs; 
Meat  - 96  lbs.

The  model  by-laws  made  under  Section  15  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  sind  adopted  by  the 
Council  are  in  operation  and  are  having  effective 
results. 

Bakehouses; 

These  are  small  in  number  and  subject  to 
periodical  inspection.  They  are  kept  clean  and 
are  limevirashed  or  painted  at  intervals.  There 
are  no  underground  bakehouses. 


'Workshops ; 

These  are  few  in  number  and  small  and  part 
occupied  by  the  ovmer.  The  sanitary  provisions 
are  on  the  premises  or  nearby. 

Conclusion; 

The  year  1953  brought  marked  progress  in  the 
number  of  new  houses,  new  water  schemes,  sewerage 
schemes,  inprovements  with  major  housing  repairs, 
reconditioning  and  conversion  of  houses  under 
the  Hill  Farming  Act  which  bring  amenity  to  the 
District  and  a measure  of  satisfaction,
